Having got the "quick fixes" under way, we have then the 


more far reaching task of national reappraisal of our strategy 
and its reorientation toward flexible response.

When would our survival be at stake? Two clear cases

But, although certain- 
ly the host countries must be aware of the 
ever present Communist danger as typified 
in Cuba, they should give the President a 
warm and friendly welcome. 


All four were in serious economic diffi- 


culties a few months ago. They still have 
many problems "to solve. Uruguay is 
plagued by inflation despite progress made.

deemed essential for stability. Brazil, hard- 
ly on speaking -terms with the United 
States last June, has managed through the 
increased sale of coffee, to pull itself up 
economically and somewhat in line with 
the suggestions made by the International 
Monetary Fund.

No Bargain 


The administration again is asking Con- 


gress to increase postage rates, regular 
mail from four to five cents and airmail 
from seven to eight cents. Practically no 
one believes Congress will take such action 
in an election year so in a sense the admin- 
istration's position is window-dressing; yet 
we think it also represents a conviction on 
the part of those responsible for adminis- 
tration of the executive bra'nch that postage 
rates should pay the government's costs of 
handling the mail. 


It is absurd that in a period in which the 


price of practically everything else has 
doubled or more, the price for mailing a 
letter should have increased only from 
three to four cents. America is practically 
the only country in the world that thus 
subsidizes its postal system with money 
raised through general taxation. Partly, 
this is because of the history of our postal 
service: in the early days when many 
Americans lived on farms or in remote vil- 
lages there was a feeling that cheap postage 
contributed to the education of the people. 
(The free mailing of newspapers in the 
paper's home counties is a vestige of that 
thinking.) In today's society this theory 
has developed a system under which people 
can subscribe to all sorts of trashy and even 
semi-salacious periodicals at rates far lower 
than what they would be if the publishers 
of that material had to pay the real cost of 
mailing it: they also find their mailboxes 
stuffed with all sorts of unsolicited adver- 
tising. And, of course, another reason is 
that legislators much prefer to raise mon- 
ey through indirect and supposedly "pain-

Some of 
the Latin American countries are indicat- 
ing that at last they are realizing this. And 
part of the credit must go to Washington 
for its patience, its efforts with the Organi- 
zation of American States and its reasona- 
bly sound economic assistance policies.

Wrap Pork Well 
For Freezing 


Oshkosh — If you freeze 


pork at home and plan to 
keep it for several months, 
be sure it is well, wrapped, 
advises Miss Lois Klusmeyer, 
county home agent. Pork fat 
tends to change flavor dur- 
ing long freezer storage, so 
take extra care. 


Package pork in meal-size 


portions and wrap tightly in 
moisture, vapor proof paper. 
Get as much air out as pos- 
sible and be sure the packag- 
es are sealed tightly. 


Pork should be frozen at ze- 


ro degrees and stored at that 
temperature for best results. 
Chemical reactions between 
air and pork fat seem to take 
place at higher temperatures, 
resulting in off flavors and 
odors. 


With present storage meth- 


ods, pork is best kept no more 
than seven or eight months 
and then only if good wrap- 
ping procedure has been used 
and the storage temperature 
is close to zero.
